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SUBJECT: THE MARCHING BAND 

1 . SOME WEEKS AGO, IN A BURST OF BICENTENNIAL BENEVOLENCE, 

WE INFORMED THE FOREIGN OFFICE THAT WE WOULD LIKE TO OFFER OUR 
SAUDI FRIENDS THE CHEERFUL SERVICES OF THE USAREUR MARCHING 
BAND AND DRILL TEAM. 

2. IT IS A CURIOUS TRAIT OF ARABISTS THAT THEY ALL ACQUIRE 
CONFIDENCE IN THEIR ABILITY TO PERCEIVE THE THINGS ARABS LIKE

WANT TO BRING HERE?" HIS DEMEANOR WAS RESERVED, PERPLEXED; 

AND FOR A MOMENT I THOUGHT I STOOD ACCUSED OF TERRORISM. I 
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SAID, "WHAT BAND?" SAUD REPLIED, "IT MARCHES AROUND." I 
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REMEMBERED THE MARCHING BAND AND SAID, "WE OFFERED TO HAVE 
IT VISIT YOU COUNTRY FOR WHATEVER USE YOU MAY HAVE FOR A 
BAND." "WE DO NOT WANT IT,” SAID HRH, ADDING, "IT WOULD

UNSUITABLE FOR PUBLIC DISPLAY LIKE BANDS, BOOZE AND BROADS, 

FIND A WARMER WELCOME IN JORDAN, AND THUS IT WAS WITH OUR 
MARCHING BAND. IT REPORTEDLY HAD SUCH A FINE EFFECT THERE THAT 
HM HUSSEIN FEELS HE SIMPLY MUST HAVE ONE JUST LIKE OURS FOR 

HIS VERY OWN. HIS DEEP DESIRE, ONE UNDERSTANDS, TOOK HIM 
DOWN THE STRAIGHT, BROAD ROAD OF U.S. MILITARY ASSISTANCE: HE 
REQUESTED A FOUR-MAN TEAM TO CREATE AND TRAIN A MARCHING BAND 
FOR HIM, AND WE ARE RESPONDING HELPLESSLY (OR HELPFULLY, 
DEPENDING ON HOW YOU LOOK AT IT). OF COURSE IT IS A VITAL NEED

5. AS TRUE EXPERTS IN SUCH MATTERS, THE JORDANIANS KNOW THE 
FOUR-MAN TEAM CAN BE RELIED ON TO STIMULATE A BURING 
REQUIREMENT FOR MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS, FOUR SETS OF UNIFORMS, 
BATONS, BINOCULARS AND COMPASSES (IN CASE THE BAND GETS LOST),

DANCE COMBO AND, BEST OF ALL, THE NEED FOR ANOTHER VISIT TO
